A valuable collection of birds' 


wrns lately bequeathed to the Natural 
History Museum of London by Philip 
Growler, and one of the rarest speci- 
mens in it is an auk's egg, for which 
he paid in 1853 $175.

used by this factory is mussel shells, j 
which are found at nearly all points i 
along the river, and one of the great ' 
expenses in conducting the business , 
heretofore has been the cost of trans- 
porting the shells. 
Now the factory 


has reversed the operation and will 
go to the mussels. 
When a bed of 


the shells is found the boat will drop 
its anchor and go to work. 
When 


the bed is exhausted it will go on ' 
to a new location. 
In this fashion 


it will go from State to State, from 
Minnesota to Louisana. passing along 
with the seasons. 
On the boat the 


workmen have their home with all 
its comforts, and with freedom from 
land rent and the visits of tax col- 
lectors.

After serving three years he was set 


to work one mqrning outside of the 
prison grounds, and the warden went 
in to gee his breakfast. 
When he re- 


turned the prisoner was gone, and has 
never been recaptured. 


The Newfoundlanders are a curious 


compound. They have all the Irish 
hatred of an informer, and the same 
eagerness to thwart the officers of the 
law. Hence this fleeing criminal was 
aided in every way until he was put on 
board a fishing vessel bound for Bos- 
ton, where he settled down. 


The next case of manslaughter shows 


the reverse conditions. It was that of 
the mate of a schooner convicted with 
the captain of causing the death of a 
sailor by brutality. He was sentenced 
to five years. One day he escaped. 


The Newfoundlanders felt that his 


punishment was deserved, and while 
none would inform on him none would 
shelter him. He was hunted down af- 
ter a week, starving and footsore, and 
haled back to his cell. In both these 
cases a reward of ?400 was offered for 
information leading to the capture of 
the fugitive, but nobody sought it, al- 
though scores, if not hundreds, were in 
the secret. 


Almost all the prisoners in the peni- 


tentiary last year were, as has been 
said, convicted of petty offences. The 
foreign sailors who visit St. John's, 
and when 
intoxicated try to take 


charge of the place, are responsible for 
about one-third of the convictions with- 
in the city. 


One of the most amusing incidents 


in the history of the prison occurred 
about five years ago. It is not uncom- 
mon for people to break out of jail, but 
this case was one of breaking in. A 
prisoner, recently released, returned 
one night in a. tipsy mood, broke in 
through a window to carry whisky and 
tobacco to his old cell mate, and robbed 
the prison larder to get supper for him- 
self.

A rather singular example of sacrifice 


in the cause of science was mentioned 
by Professor Poulton in his lecture at 
the Hoyal Institution, says the Daily 
Graphic of recent issue, on the protec.- 
tive colors of insects. When the rea- 
sons for the coloring of 
butterflies' 


wings was first examined, and put on a 
basis of agreement with theory of nat- 
ural selection, it was pointed out that 
thare were two kinds of coloring, the 
reasons for which appeared at first 
sight mutually contradictory. 
There 


was the coloring which insects ap- 
peared to assume so as to identify 
themselves as closely as possible with 
their surroundings, and so to escape 
observation; -and tais was easily un 
derstood, because insects which elud- 
ed the observation of their enemies 
survived longest. 


But there were besides many butler- 


flies and caterpillars which were ex- 
tremely conspicuous in their coloring 
whose flaunting hues were a constant 
advertisement of their presence. Why 
had natural selection given them these 
characteristics? The reply was sug- 
gested by Darwin that posibly these 
colors were associated 
with insects 


which made distasteful food for their 
enemies. So it was found to be. The 
very bright caterpillar was usually 
found to be avoided by the insect eat- 
ers; and this was especially the case 
with 
the caterpillar of the 
magpie 


moth—which has remained for many 
years the chief example of the theory. 
But lately the theoiy has been at- 
tacked by M. Plateau, a Belgian en- 


tongue. Jack, by crafty 
dexterity, tomologist. and by Mr. Wear, of Texas. 


M. Plateau's objection was based on his 
own experience. He ate the caterpil- 
lars ot" the magpie moth—and found

In one outport the jailer was wont 


to let his prisoners out daily to till 
their gardens or dry their fish, they re- 
turning at nightfall to be locked up. 
But one day a scamp betrayed his con- 
fidence and escaped, and a more strin- 
gent rule was enforced. 


Another odd circumstance in an out- 


port jail was the case of a man without 
family or friends, who, after being im- 
prisoned for two months for deserting 
from the fishery, liked his prison quar- 
ters so well that when his term ex- 
pired he refused to leave, and the po- 
lice had to be called to eject him. He 
resisted them violently, and was sen- 
tenced to a further term, at the close 
of which he tried the same game. But 
this time they refused to feed him and 
left the cell door open, and whctn his 
hunger compelled him be moved out 
and atray. 


In another of these prisons only last 


summer it was a common practice for 
the jailer and prisoner to play cards 
together nightly, with others of the 
village. These gatherings came to be 
the chief social features of the village 
life, and the sessions were frequently 
prolonged until midnight, when the 
jailer -would intimate that it was time 
to close, and he -would bow out the 
visitors, lock up the prisoner and re- 
tire to his own quarters to sleep the 
sleep of tlie just. 


It is a free-and-easy rule which pre- 


vails in these prisons, and very rarely 
is it abused, for smugglers and desert- 
ers are the -worst offenders, and their 
sentences are usually very short. 


The same leniency characterizes the 


outport magistrates. They resort to 
every alternative save that of imprison- 
ing. 


It is the boast of one man who held 


the commission of the peace for thirty 
years that he never inflicted the pun- 
ishment of jail on any man but one, 
and that one was a relation of his own.
